Reasons  For  Hike  Given; 
Students  Register  Reactions 


Inflation  hits  BYU. 

For  the  second  consecutive 
year,  the  Boiard  of  Trustees  has 
approved  an  increase  in  tmtion. 

The  proposed  hike,  to  go  into 
effect  the  fall  of  1968,  will 
amount  to  $15  per  semester  for 
LDS  Church  members  and  $25 
per  semester  for  non-LDS  stu- 
dents. 

In  the  fall  of  1966,  BYU  tui- 
tion was  $175  for  members  and 
$250  for  non-members,  rising  to

If  ithe  tuitions  at  other  un^ 
versities  are  considered,  BYU 
still  ranks  low  on  the  tuition 
scale.  At  .the  University  of  Utah, 
for  example,  Utah  residents  pay 
$400  per  year,  while  out-of-state 
students  (comparable  to  non- 
members at  BYU)  are  charged 
$900  per  year. 

At  Westminister,  the  only  other 
private  institution  of  higher  learn- 
ing in  Utah  besides  BYU,  tuition 
is  approaching  $1000  per  year. 

Tuition  and  fees  at  UCLA  are 
over  $1200  yearly  for  out-of-state 
students,  and  fees  (there  is  no 
tuition  per  se  charged  at  any  of 
UC’s  several  campuses)  run  to 
over  $400  a year. 

In  private  schools  the  figures 
are  even  higher.  Students  must 
provide  $2000  for  tuition  each 
year  at  S'-anford.  and  still  more 
at  Harvard  and  Columbia.

“Abnormal  psychological  affects 
are  the  basis  for  much  of  the  period 
in  music  known  as  ‘expression- 
ism,’ ” says  Charles  Madden,  di- 
rector of  the  Contemporary  Music 
Series. 

Strongly  influenced  by  Freud,  the 
composers  of  the  early  20th  Cen- 
tury such  as  Schoenberg,  Webern 
and  Berg  used  violent  emotions  as 
the  basis  for  much  of  their  work. 
Some  of  the  operas  in  this  style 
even  revolved  around  psychopaths 
and  other  forms  of  abnormalities 
as  in  Elecfra.
